BIRD MIGRATION 


Some Extraordinary Instances of 


Thelr Travels 

The ornithologists tell us that dirds 
are not so invariable in their migra- 
tory habits as most persons suppose. 
If for instance, the seaso.z is warm, 
or their {s sufficient food for them 
in the north, the birds are late start- 
ing south, 

Nevertheless, the month of October 
{s a sort of starting-point in the re- 
cords of the ornithological societles* 
But {t is not infrequently the case 
that birds that migrate {n large num- 
bers on October 31st one year, have 
either not arrived or have passed 
south earlier on the corresponding 
date of previous years. 


The Accidental Visitors’ List, kept} 


by the London Zoological Society, is 
a record of all birds observed in 
Great Britain and on the British 


coasts that are not indigenous to the 
British Isles, but have flown thither 
from the Continent. 
turalists, ornithologists, 
kéepers, masters of vessels, 
guurdsmen, farmers, and 
country gentlemen gladly report 
strange birds which they. may  ob- 
serve, and give the date and circum- 
stances of the observation. An ex- 
amination of ‘The Accidental Visitors 
List reveals many curious happen- 
ings. 

Birds native to eastern Ciberia and 
China, North Africa and the arctic 
regions have thus been observed in 
Great Britain. An extraordinary in- 
stance was that of a Canada owl that 
alighted in an exhausted condition on

RUSSIA'S STATE RAILWAYS 


Nearly a Million Passengers Defraud- 
ed Government In a Year 

The statistical report of the State 
Railways of Russia just published 
shows by an amusing array of figures 
that for some people, at least ii costs 
little indeed to travel by rail in Rus- 
sia. Among the disinissals and pun-} 
ishments inflicted in the courge of a 
year, 315 guards and 133 subordinates 
dismissed, and 6,575 guards and 10,- 
473 others fined, are all catalogued as 
having helped wayfarers along without | 
cufficient regard for the law, which) 
decrees that journoys by railway in 
Russia shall be paid for. 

But these odd 20,000 punishments 
can scarcely be sald to meet the) 
needs of the :ase, as in the course of| 
a year nearly a million passenlcrs de-| 
frauded the State Railways manage-| 
ment. The exact number fs 904,118 
Altogether as much as $550,000 was 
found to be due for fares unpaid. 
Nearly half the money was pald at 
once, & quarter was paid later of free | 
will, and for the payment of the rest, 
the authorities were compelled to go 
to law. 

Naturally most of the guards and 
subordinate employees received slight | 
commissions from the passengers | 
they helped. Calculating that only |

gration into Canada amounted to 90, 
000 people, according to Charles 8, 
Hotchkiss, provinctal  statistiolan. 
This brings the population of the pro- 
vince to approximately a half million 
people, the gain in 1912 belng 24 per 
cent. It ts belleved that this per 
centage will be largely exceeded in 
1918, on account of the work which 
the International Dry-Farming Con- 
gress did for the province last fall. 
The seventh annual Congress was hold 
{n Lethbridge in October with dele 
gates from practically every Amer: | 
can state and from seventeen foreign 
nations. It was the most important 
Gathering ovor held in Alberta. 
Though its work had nothing to do 
with colonization the publicity given 
{ts meetings was world-wide and the 
result 1g that Alberta is better and 
more favorably known today espectial- 
ly in the United States, than ever bo- 
fore, Reports from all sections of 
the United States indicate a very 
heavy immigration to Alberta this 
year, largely excéeding that of 1912, 
when the states contributed 30,000 
people and $40,000,000 in cash and 
effects to the prosperity of thio pro- 
vince, The Dry-Farming Congress 
will be hold this year in Tulsa, Okla- 
homa, and judging from Alberta’s 
setulae, that state will reap great ben- 
efit.

CLARENCEVILLE? 


It and A.genteuil Well Represented 
In New Cabinet. 


Who ever heard of Claurenceville? 
You didn’t, of course, till a few days 
ago. 

That’s the birthplace of no less than 
two of Mr. Borden's Cabinet Minis- 
ters. Hon, Frank Cochrane and Hon. 
A. E. Kemp, and because the countr 
arcided to change its rulers the vil- 
lage of Clarenceville, Que., is sud- 
denly placed on the map. 

We confess we had to go to a gas- 
etteer to make sure that there was 
such a place as Clarenceville on the 
map. The description in Lovell’s 
Gazetteer is: 

“Clarenceville, a post village and 
port of entry in Mississquoi County, 


| Que., between the Richelieu River and 


Mississquoi Bay, three miles from La- 
colle on the G. T, R., seven miles 
from Rouse’s Point. It contains three 
churehes, one hotel, four etores and 
branch of the Eastern Townships 
Bank; population about 306.” 

And that’s probably every word that 
is to be said about the piace except 
that Hon. Frank Cochrane and Hon, 
A, E. Kemp were born there, the fore 
mer 59 years ago, the other 53 years 
ago. 

The County of Argenteuil also has 
a direct interest in two of R. L. Bor- 
den’s Ministers, Hon. Geo. H. Perley 
represents that county as its elected 
member. Hon. Robt. Rogers was born 
there. When the Hon. Robert turned 
up at Lachute, the chef-lieu of Argen- 
teuil, the other day, he was spotted 
by an ancient farmer who reealled 
the days when the present Minister 
of Railways had raided his osehard. 
There are brothers of the Hon. Robert 
now living in the county. 

Argenteuil fronts on the Ottawa, 
and is one of the most prosperous of 
the north shore counties If you go 
Prescott and row avross the 
river you are in Argenteuil. It is a 
great lumbering county, but it is as 
great a dairying county. It produces 
a cheese which is second to none in 
Canada. It is a county of prosperous 
farms, thriving lumber industries and 
picturesque wildernesses. Its unset 
tled districts are a paradise for the 
artist and sportsman, 

Argenteuil dates back to 1855 as a 
county. Before that the territory was 
included in the County of Two Moun- 
tains, and before that it bore the good 
old English name of York. The first 
settlers in the district fared badly, be. 
ing poor farmers They gold their 
holdings to Scotchmen, who founded 
the prosperity which the county now 
enjoys. The Scotch are still strong in 
Argenteuil and the town of St. An- 
drews is one of the oldest and best 
known of any on the north shore. St. 
Andrews became a parish in 1838 and 
embraced the whole of the, old Seig- 


| niory of Argenteuil. Thirty years later 


the parish of St Jerusalem de Argen- 
teuil was formed and took in over 
half of the old seigniory. To-day the 
population of the county divide ae- 
cording to creed in almost the same 


proportion as does the whole popula: 


tion of Canada, 

As to the old seigniory, much might 
be written. It was there in the time 
of Frontenac. It was in fact Count 
Frontenac who in 1632 promised the 
brief of Sieur Charles Joseph D’Alle- 
It included a tract extending 


leagues vowurds Montreal and four 
leagues back from the Ostawa, 
eluding all the islands, points and 
saadburs oppos.te, of which the is- 
land nameu Carillon forms a part.” 

Argenteuil hag a good cluim to the 
notice of Canad.an nistorians. lt was 
the political howe und tie birthplace 
of the first Canadian-born Premier of 
Canada, Sir Junn J. C. Abbott. In 
the old days wien it formed a part of 
‘wo Mountains it had as one of its 
Tupresentatives no less a person than 
Louis Joseph Papineau. ‘Lo-day, it ia

Preserving Fence Posts From Decay 


Wood-rot, in all {ts forms, is due to 
the action of fungi working under sult- 
able air and moisture conditions. In 
fence posts these conditions are most 
favorable at or near the surface of the 
ground and hence it is there that de- 
cay first starts. Some woods, like 
the cedar and tamarack, are more 
resistant to fungus attack and may 
last, as fence posts, from eight to 
ten years. Unfortunately however, 
the supply of these woods has grown 
very scarce and the farmer is faced 
with the alternative of importing dur- 
able material at a high price or of ap- 
plying preservatives to the common 
non-durable woods which grow in his 
own wood lot. As the latter alter- 
native {8s not only cheaper, but also 
much more effective, it is of consider- 
able economic interest to the farmer 
to know how these wood-preserva- 
tives are applied. « 

Creosote, a dead .o!l of @oal tar, {s 
perhaps the best preservative for this 
purpose, as !t does not dissolve out of 
the treated wood, when in contact 
with moist earth It costs from 
elght to fifteen cents per gallon, 

There are two methods of applying 
the creosote but before elther method 
oan be applied it {s necessary to have 
the posts well seasoned if the best re- 
sults are desired. This seasoning ts 
best accomplished by peeling the bark 
from the posts and then stacking them 
in loose piles in the open air for sev- 
eral months, so the amount of water 
{n the wood may be reduced to the 
smallest per cent. possible. 

The Brush Method conelists in ap- 
plying the creosote like a coat of 
paint to the lower portion of the post, 
up to a point six inches above the 
ground line, the creosote being first 
heated to one hundred and eighty de 
grees Fahrenheit. Two or more 
coats may be applied time being al- 
lowed between each application for 
the creosote to soak into the wood. 

What is known as the Open Tank 
Method, while mere expensive, secures 
deeper ‘penetration and gives better 
results especially when the posts are 
split or checked. The creosote {s 
heated to boiling point in a metal 
tank and {f such is not available, a 


|

feet apart, in the lower half of one of 


which are connected by a shorter ver- 
tleal pipe with two elbow-joints, thus 
forming a complete circuit somewhat 
resembling the handle of a mug. 
The barrel is then filled with enough 


er pipe holes and a fire is kindled un- 
der the lower horizontal pipe which 
heats the creosote in the pipes and 
creates a circulation which continues 
unti!l all the creosote with the barrel 
4a at boiling-point. The posts are 
then placed in this boiling liquid for 
about five hours after which they are 
{mmediately transferred to another 
barrel of creosote, or else the fire is 
put out and they are allowed to re- 
main in the tank until the creosote) 
becomes thoroughly cooled. 

In this process the preliminary heat- 
ing drives some of the contained alr 
out of each wood-pore, and when the} 
posts are allowed to cool in the creo- 


{n each pore which draws the creo- 
sote into every fibre. Poplar posts, 
which ordinarily last but three to four 
years, after the above treatment will

Jumping Fiel 

Jumping as a meang of locomotion 
is shared by a variety of -nimais of 
Widely different classes, Kangaroos 
and jerboas among the mammals, 
thrushes and robins among the birds, 
@s well as such familiar forms as 
frogs, cockles, crickets and fleas—all 
illustrate this proneness to leap, 
mostly as a means of getting quickly 
over the ground, and even lions and 
tigers, which never spring in ordim 
ary circumstances, readily adopt this 
method of attacking their victims, 

A considerable number of fishes are 
remarkable for their leaping powers, 
and several of these performers are 
on that account specially favored by 
anglers, since by jumping clear of the 
water, In some cases many times in 
succession, they tax the fisherman's 
skill more severely than fishes less 
active, and thereby give added zest 
to their tapture. 

Members of the salmon family are 
universally famous for their high 
jumps. The sea trout, which glad- 
den Devon waters under the season- 
able name of ‘harvest peal,’ are un 
tiring acrobats, and a fish of a pound 
welght will more than jump several 
times {ts own length out of the water 
when hooked before coming to the 
net. Unless the fisherman responds 
by promptly lowering the top of his 
rod, the fragile gut is likely:to break, 
and as it is part of every sportsman’s 
creed to appreciate his pastime in 
proportion to the difficulties it pre 
sents, the sea trout stands high in 
the engler’s estimation. 

At thefr best salmon can jump at 
least ten feet above the surface, a 
feat achieved by slapping the water 
with the powerful {all and flexing the 
body until the head :nd tall all but 
meet.

{s the tarpon, otherwise ‘silver king,’ 
or ‘grand ecaille,’ a monster herring 
which may measure six or seven feet 
and welgh 200 pounds.

| Ghent Officers Use Sheep Dogs To 
Run Down Criminals. 


The London Field says: It is in- 
ng motice that demonstra- 
thens by the police and ambulance 
dogs are promised at-the forthcoming 
international exhibition at Ghent. 
That this is the case is very natural, 
for Ghent claims to be the first town 
to promote the dogs to an official 
postifon in the police force. Dogs 

ve been used on occasions by the 
police force of all the countries ever 
aince police existed, but an organized 
system by which the policeman is ac- 
companied on duty by a dog especial- 

trained only dates back to the be- 

ning of this century. The Ghent 
Rint of police dogs has grown out 
of the imperative necessity in 1899 of 
strengthening the force without in- 
arice the cost of tlte town. ‘The 
chief of police, Van Wtscmael, then 
introduced three sheep dogs as an ex- 
periment, and how successful can be 
seen by anyone who has the oppor- 
tunity of seeing the dogs at work and 
of inspecting the present kennels. 
There are forty-three dogs on the roll, 
hardy, fierce, and literally untiring 
animals, but perfectly under control 
by the men in whose charge they go 
on nightly patrol duty. 

e breed of dog that has been 
adopted is the Malines sheep dog, 4 
tawny, light brown of much the same 
size, and type as smooth-coated collie. 
Take one of these close-haired collics 
from a Scottish hill, change his black 
coat to the color of a lion, thin out 
half of his hair and more than half of 
his bush tail, give him alert upstand- 
ing ears and an extra two inches 
across the chest, and you will have a 
fre idea of the dog which accompan- 
led the Ghent policeman on night duty 
in certain quarters and is the terror 
of the local evildoers. The obedience 
of the dog is remarkable~at a quick 
eall from the trainer every dog stops 
the bark with which he has greeted a 
stranger, and there is hardly a whim- 
per from the whole kennel, though 
every dog is keenly on the alert. This 
matter of obedience is one of the most 
important points in the making of a 
Po ice dog, and every dog is as abso- 

tely and unreasoningly obedient to 
his trainer as any slave to a master. 

The training is simplicity itself. 
First and foremost—obedience. When 
a dog will without hesitation obey 
any order which he can understand, 
he is then taught to make the most of 
his natural abilities.. He learns to 
crouch and hide, to watch and climb 
and what a dog can do in that way 
when once he has gained confidence 
is surprising. Finally the dog is 
taught how to attack a man, though, 
once he has been taught to attack to 
order he needs little training in how 
to do it. So far as possible the dozs 
are taught to seize their man by the 
hands for a man once badly bitten on 
we hand is practically hors de com- 

at. 

The strength with which these dozs 
ean and do bite is shown by flie thick- 
ness of the padded armor which'is 
worn by the men whom they are set 
to attack in the training. This armor 
consists of a complete suit built up 
very much on the principle of a 
cricket pad and with heavy leather 
extensions on it to the feet and hands. 
Over dhis is worn a coat and trous- 
ers made of a hempen material of 
about the thickness of cocoanut mat- 
ting, but much more closely woven. 
This outer suit has frequently to be 
replaced, as it is literally bitten into 
holes, and the leather extensions on 
the padded suit bear deep marks of 
the dog's teeth made even through 
the outer suit. Though thus heavily 

rotected the ‘wearer is often badly 

Tuised by the force with which the 
dogs seize him. Nothing shows the 
obedience of the dogs so well as the 
fact that any one of them will at a 
word from the trainer attack even the 
kennelman who feeds them, and to 
whom they are obviously devoted, 
though they may have to stop licking 
the hands that they may fly at his 
throat. 


How Clouds and Fogs Differ. 


Clouds are bodies of moisture eva: 
porated from the earth and again par- 
tially condensed in the upper regions 
of the air. Fogs differ from clouds 
only in one respect—they come in con- 
tact with the surface of the earth, 
while clouds are elevated above our 
heads. When the surface of the earth 
is warmer than the lower air the vapor 
of the earth, being condensed by the 
chill air, becomes mist or fog. But 
when the lower air is warmer than 
the earth the vapor rises through the 
air and becomes cloud. Fog and mist 
differ in this respect—that mist is a 
fine rain, while fog is vapor not suf- 
ficiently condensed to allow of its pre- 
cipitation in drops. 


The Moon. 

Astronomers long since came to the 
conclusion that the moon’s surface is 
very het during the height of the 
lunar day, which, as will be remem- 
bered, lasts two weeks, and very cold 
during the lunar night, which is 
equally long. These extremes of tem- 

rature reach their height at the 
unar noon and midnight and are* 
greater than any natural temperatures 
on the earth.

{s lifted sideways, never pointed to- 
| ward the mouth. When cutting ment 
the forefinger should rest on the handle 
of the knife, never on or near the 
blade. A, small plece of ment Is cut as 
required. When eating vegetables the 
knife Is lald down, the blade resting 
| near the center of the plate, never 
across the edge of the plate. The knife 
| and fork are placed side by side near 
| the center of the plate when one has 
| finished, This custom Is followed also 
| If one's plate is sent for a second serv- 
| Ing.
